"The Typical American," 


As Cliauneey M. Depew made a 


speech at Minneapolis, seconding the 
nomination of Benjamin Harrison, in 
which he paid a high tribute to the 
president, the following extract from a 
few remarks introducing ex-President 
Cleveland at a dinner given on October 
9,1890, at the Astor House, New York, 
by John Russell Young, in honor of 
General Koger A. Pryor, are of interest.

In a short space of 15 
years he successively rose from the position 
of a plodding lawyer in Buffalo, N. Y., to 
be sheriff of tbe coonty, mayor of the city, 
Governor of the State and President of the 
Republic, and now following his defeat for 
re-election in 3888 he i« selected Irom among 
many and able statesmen to become the 
standard bearer of the Democracy in the 
coming campaign -a campaign the reanlt of 
which will effect the standing of the two 
great parties for a quarter of a centnry. 
Were Shakespeare now alive he probably 
would not have asked, "What's in a name," 
lor seemingly the name of Cleveland is one 
toconjtre with. 


Stephen Grover Cleveland, or Grover 


Cleveland, as he is more popnlarly known, 
was born in Caldwell, E<"iex cnnnty, N. J , 
in 1837. His father was a Presbyterian 
clergyman with a large family and a small 
income. Grover was the fifth of nine broth- 
ers nnd sisters. The family is of Yankee 
stock and Grover's ancestry dates back to 
the early settlers in Connecticut. When 
Grover was 3 years old his father moved by 
way ot the river aud canal to Fayetteville, 
N. Y., and here the boy was sent to the dis- 
trict school till he was 14 yeareofajje. Then 
the family moved again to Holland Patent, 
near Utica, where, after be had prepched 
three sermons the father sickened and died, 
and the children were scattered. Grover 
15 years of age, went to New York to assist 
his brother, Willicm, who was teacher in a 
blind asylum. After two years he tired of 
this, nnd with a romantic notion that tome 
and foitnoe awaited him hy virtue of the 
similarity of names in the city of Cleveland 
he started with a lew dollars in hii pocket 
for the nortbwest. 


On his way he stopped to see an nude, 


who was a s'ock broker, residing neir Buf- 
falo. That was tbe turning point in the 
youth's career. 
His nude asked him what 


he proposed to do. 


"I want to atody law," was the reply. 
"How much money have yon?" 
"None." 
"Well, I'll give yon $50 for a year's work 


in getting np my herd book, and in the 
meantime yon nan look around." 


The offer was accepted, and in a little 


while Grover began work in the law { ffice of 
Rodgcro, Bowen & Rodgers, at $3 per week 
and tbe privilege of studying during his 
spare hours. These were bitteryears of self- 
denial for the yonr.g law student. For the 
greater part of his first winter he bad to go 
without an overcoat; his shoes were dilapi- 
dated, and he had to endure tbe polite jibes 
of his fellow students and clerks. Within 
four years be was admitted to the bar and 
became tbe managing clerk for bis pre«ep- 
tors. In 1863 he was appointed assistant 
district attorney for three years, and theo 
was nominated by the Democrats and defeat- 
ed for tbe district attorneysbip. 


In 1881 the mismanagement of mnnicipal 


iirTairs in Buffalo was snch tbat there was a 
loud cry for reform and Grover Cleveland 
was selected as the reform candidate for 
mayor. He was elected and his management 
of affairs was snch that the eyes of the poli- 
ticians of the State were directed toward 
him. Be loomed rapidly into prominence 
and in tbe following year was nominated by 
the Democrats for Governor of Naw York. 
He was elected over Secretary Folger by a 
plurality ol 192,854. ID 1884 he was nom- 
inated at (he Chicago convention for Presi- 
dent, and after one of the moat bitter cam- 
paigns in the recent history of the country, 
defeated James G. Blaine, carrying the State 
of New York against tbe Maine statesmen 
At the expiration of his term he was renom- 
inated, but was defeated by the present in 
cnmbent, Bepj imin Harrison. 
Since his 


retirement ex-President Cleveland has prac- 
ticed his profession of law in New York, 
from time to time coming into prominence, 
owing to his letters and his speeches bearing 
on pnblic questions.

SOMETHING Altrjin THE ri.AG ALL AMERI- 


CANS LOVE. 


The American Congress, in ppssion at 


Philadelphia, established hy its resolution of 
June U, 1777, a national tliK for the Unit- 
ed Suites of America. The resolution war 
as follows : 


Reached, That the fi.ig of the thirteen 


Cnited States be thirteen stripes, alternate 
red and white; that the nnion be thirteen 
stare, white in a blue field, representing a 
new constellation. 


The nse of thirteen stripes was not a new 


eatnre, as they had been introduced (in al- 
*m»te white and blue) OB the upper left- 
nod corner of a standard presented to the 
Philadelphia Light Horse by its captain in 
tbe e»rly part of 1775, and moreover the 
Union flag of the thirteto united colonies 
raised at Washington's headquarters, at Cam- 
bridge, January 2, 177C had the thirteen 
stripes just us they are this day, but it also 
had thecrosseaof St. George and St. Andrew 
on a blue gronnd in the corner. 
There ia no 


satisfactory evidence, however, that any fl?g 
bearing the nnion of the stars had been in 
public nse before the resolution on June 
1777. 


The Hag remained unchanged for aboot 


eighteen years after its adoption. By l\rf 
time two more States (Vermont and Ken- 
.ncky) had been admitted to the Union, 
and on January 13, 1794, Congress enacted 
that from and after the 1st day of May, 17- 
95, tbe flag of the United States be 15 
stripes, alternate red and while ; the Union 
be 15 stars, white in a bine field. 


This flag was the national b.inner from 


1795 to 1818, during which period occurred 
tbe war of 1812 with Great Britain. By 
1818 five additional States (Tennessee, Ohio, 
jonisiana, Indiana and Mississippi) had been 
admitted into the Union, and therefore a 
Farther change in the flag seemed to be re- 
[nired. Alter considerable discnssion in 
Congress on the snhjpct, the act of April 4, 
818, was passed, which provided : 
First—"That from and arfer the 4»h day 


f July next the fl ig of Hie United States be 
3 horizontal stripes, alternate rei and 
white ; that the nnion have 20 stare, white 
n a bine field." 


Second—"That on the admission of every 
ew State ioto the Union one star be added 


tbe nnion of the fl ig, and tbat such addi- 


ion shall take effect on the 4th day of July 
:xt succeeding snch admission." 
Tbe return to tbe 13 stripes of the 1777 


Lg was due, in a measure, to a reverence 


or a standard of tbe Revolution, bnt it was 
too due to the fact that a farther increase of 
be number of stripes would have made the 
ag ont of proportion to its length unless 
ie atripes were narrowed, and this would 
ive impaired their distinctness when sees

The early custom was to insert the stars

A dispatch to tbe New Yoik Sun from 


SlotmingtoD, Ills., dated Jane 26, says : 


Afllai £. Stevenson, Democratic nominee 


or vice-president, eat in his reception room 
t his home this afternoon with a dozen or 
more friends. Something was said about 
he iesties on which the coming campaign 
s to be fought, and tbe Sun reporter asked 
Mr. Stevenson what be thought was the 
uwin iesae. 


"More important," said Mr. Stevenson, 


':e tbe tariff issne than tbe silver issne, bnt 
more important, it seems to me, ttmD any 
ither issue is the issne raised by the Repnb- 
icans themselves. I mean the despicable 
and dangerona force bill—tbe bill that 
breatens the liberty and peace of tbe nation, 
tbe bill which cnme so near being put upon 
he people of this canntry, and which, should 
t happen by any chance that tbe Republican 
campaign in Congress districts should be 
successful, they will undoubtedly inflict np- 
on as. 


'This is the main issue. It is so fai- 


reaching in its consequences that its im- 
mrtance cannot be overestimated to tbe peo- 
ple of tbe Southern states and to tbe people 
of tbe conntry." Mr. Stevenson said l:e was 
a Southerner by birth, and be knew well 
tbe condition of affairs Notth and Sooth.

WHAT THE FORCE BILL MEANS. 


He said a force bit! was simply turning 


over all of tbe Southern states to the power 
of the negroes and the Repnblican federal 
officeholders, and it meant, farther, the ab- 
solute destruction of the peace and tbe pros- 
perity o! all the conntry south of tbe Masoi 
and Dixon line. He did not mean to assert, 
be said, tbere bad never been an outrage 
perpetrated on a negro voter by a Democrat, 
bnt be knew of his knowledge tbat tbe ne- 
groes generally were as fairly treated on 
election day as were the whites, and bad 
little if any cause to complain. For every 
outrage perpetrated in tbe Sonth by a Dem- 
ocrat there were two outrages perpetrated 
on Democrats in tbe Republican states of 
the North. Tbe enactment of the force bill, 
he said, meant placing tbe whole machinery 
of elections in the Sonth in tbe bands of Re- 
publicans who were unprincipled and un- 
scrupulous, and who would on election day 
contrive to prevent Democrats from voting.

The 
Coroner was summoned and after making 
an examination of the bodies declined to 
hold an imjtust, being certain that both 
parlies had committed suicide and that thej 
had taken enough poison to kill half a dozen 
people. The woman bad been dead aboul 
three hours, bnt the man bad evidently kill- 
ed himself nfler seeing her take the I.itnl 
dose, as his body was yet warm and the 
doctor thonglit he had been dead only a few 
minutes when discovered by the clerk. 
Among the eflVcta were papers showing St.

Preparing for Seeding. 


A matter of principal importance 


which will engage the attention of farm- 
ers through a large portion of the coun- 
try now within a few weeks will be the 
preparation of the ground for the seed- 
ing of wheat. Although it is some time 
before the crop will be put in, it is not 
too early to five serious thought to how 
it shall be done. TJpon the manner in 
which the seed bed is made depends 
very largely the success or failure of the 
crop. Our present low average of wheat 
production is due to the fact that we 
are too cureless in this initial step. In- 
stead of getting the average crop of 
twelve bushels to the acre, we now have 
many farmers who are getting regular- 
ly close to thirty bushels, and we know 
personally, says the Phila. Inquirer, of 
one who has increased his crop from be- 
low this average by regular steps, until 
last year he harvested forty-two bushels 
of wheat to the acre. That this gain 
has been made by improving the seed 
bed is evident, because very little can 
l>e done for the crop after it is started. 
The most that we can do in the way of 
cultivation is to harrow the ground 
lightly once or twice as long as we sow 
in such close drills as we do now. 
Our 


best wheat growers now plow their land 
as long as iK>ssiWe before the time to 
put in the seed—four, six or even eight 
weeks ahead, if it can be done. Then, 
by successive deep harrowing and roll- 
ing, 
the land is finely pulverized for 


some inches below the surface, and 
compacted. This gives » fine, firm bed 
for the reception of the seed, while the 
soi! below is sufliciently loose to permit 
the penetration of the roots. Such a 
bed will retain moisture well, and will 
enable the plants to become set so firm- 
ly that they wiil riot be easily thrown 
out of the ground by freezing and thaw- 
ing. 
If to such preparation is added 


the careful selection of seed and the 
thorough enriching of the ground by 
such means as may seem best and most 
economical, the resultant crop will be 
such as to afford a profit even in the 
most depressed condition of agriculture. 


Keep Climbing. 


If the young men of the niral districts 


want to amount to anything they should 
keep climbing one ladder step by step, 
and not make too many changes. Go- 
ing up two or three steps and then 
com- 


ing back and trying to climb some oth- 
er ladder is not good policy. 


Young men. 
make up your minds de- 


liberately which is the best ladder to 
climb, and then stick to that one. 


Talking with a young man recently 


he informed me that the two necessan 
qualifications for success were ''stick-to 
a-tiveness" and "hang-on-a-tiveness. 
Tn-o somewhat queer words, but with 
world of meaning in them. 


Climbing the ladder of success is no 


the work of a month or of a year; but i 
requires a steady persistency in doin 
everything possible to win the prize. 


The slothful young man or the on

for lack of something necessary to turn 
them to practical account. 


Bo not get into old ruts. They maj 


have been good enough for those wh< 
lived in the past; but your grandfathers 
hats are, at best, only curiosities. The 
times have put them in the background 
to be hung up on pegs, only to be look 
ed at occasionally. 


There are yet new paths to be trod 


den on the well-worn farm. And in 
them may be found both competence 
and fime. 


The coming farmer must be filled 


with new ideas, and yet must be care 
ful what he does and how he does it. 


The people still continue to eat. and

With the tendency continu- 
ing ia the same line—as it is—the day 
cannot be far distant when the farmer's 
prosperity will be crowned by having 
within our own doors a complete mar- 
ket for-eveiything that our lands pro- 
duce.

The Terrible Disaster. 


The appalling wreck which occurred a 


Harriabnrg Saturday morning week, which 
was given briefly in onr last, was one of the 
worst which has happened in that city. Th. 
train ran in two sections. The first section 
stopped within a few hundred yards of the 
Union Station, and was just starting, when 
tbe second section, a heavy train made op 
of Pullman sleepers and one express am 
baggage car combined, plunged into th 
handsome private car of Westipghonse »n< 
drove it forward, crushing the three day 
coaches ahead into kindling wood in tb 
twinkling of an eye. 
The locomotive plow 


ed its way through tbe rear of the Westing 
house private car, "Glen Eyre" containini 
George Westingbonse and family, Bober 
Pitcairn, superintendent of tbe western di 
vision of the Pennsylvania railroad, severe 
invited guests and a colored waiter named 
G. Woodyear. The latter was the only on 
hnrt and made a miraculous escape from 
death by going through One of tbe window 
of the car. 
He was in tbe rear part of th 


coach when the crash took place. In th 
day coaches the awful carnage was takin 
place. Many passengers were half asleep 
and were awakened by the horrible crash 
ing and grinding of the timbers, tbe break 
ing of glass and the hissing of escapin 
steam, while others never knew the fat 
which overtook them. Engineer Hugh Ke' 
ly and Fireman Harry Nead, both of Pbila 
delphia, sat in the cab ol the locomotiv 
which buried itself in the Weatinghouse ca 
As their train rounded the curve at Doc 
street they realized the awful blunder tha 
somebody had committed, bnt it was to 
late lo avert the catastrophe. With a pierc 
ing shriek the engine crashed into the fii 
section, and the baggage car behind, pressed 
forward by the ponderous Pullman sleepera 
capped the locomotive with its splintered 
fragments. The smokestack was iJso knock 
ed off, and the locomotive was practical! 
dismantled. 
As il by a miracle the cab i 


wbinb sat the engineer and fireman was no 
touched, and they escaped to tell of the 
wonderful deliverance. The fcones in th 
cars immediately following the crash baft 
description. The two coaches in which mos 
of the casualties occurred were broken t 
pieces and the occupants of the care wer 
thrown in every direction. Arms and legs 
were broken, faces were crushed and lacera 
ed, and scarcely a passenger escaped withou 
cuts and bruises more or less serious. Oa 
man shot throngh the broken top of a ca 
and landed alongside the track, not receivin 
a single scratch. 


At the wreck a dreadfnl sight made man 


turn away with horror. One yoncg woman 
Miss Lizzie Blair, of Port Richmond, I 
years of age, was crushed beyond recognitio 
and her head was severed from her bod; 
The body was wedged down on the track b 
one of the trucks resting on her body, and 
was over an hour before it could be removed 


Coroner Hoy began his inquest iu th 


afternoon and us a result of it H. S. Hayes 
the operator on the Steelton tower, was com 
mitted to prison for having been the cause 
of tbe terrible accident. 
Among others h 


was examined as a witness. He said he ha 
been employed aa an operator since June 
last year. Last night was his first on th 
Steelton tower. He said that he used h 
good judgment in regard to allowing th 
second section on the block before tbe firs 
section had left it, not having received woi 
from the Dock street operator concerning th 
first section having left the block. He sai 
he was familiar with the book ol rules an 
thought the first section had left tbe block 
as it bad passed his tower on time. Th 
book of rules say that in all cases of doub 
the operator is supposed to take the sa: 
course. 


Mr. Hayes was very much agitated durin 


the giving of his testimony, and in answer I 
the question, "Did you violate the rule o 
tbe company in regard to the allowing tw 
trains on the same block 1" answered "Yei 
He said he used his good judgment, and now 
felt convinced that it was very poor indeed 


He thought he was not wholly to blame 


The track walker and a student were in th 
tower with him at the tin-e oi the passing o 
the train. Mr. Hajts, in answer to the qnes 
tion as to who he censured for this accident 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company or hi 
own carelessness, said that he conld not cen 
snre the company. He admitt«d that b 
was responsible for the accident, as he gav 
Engineer Kelly the while signal to go on 
despite the fact that he had received no in 
formation to the effect of the first section 
leaving the block. He knew that other men 
had done the same trick before, but escapei 
tbe serious conw qnenrea he was guilty of. 


Tbe coroner's jury reached the following 


conclusions Toesday after bearing the test! 
mony of Engineer Kelly, his fireman, Harry 
Nead, Conductor John C. Baldwin and Flag 
man James flouck, of the Dillerville local 


First. The jury finds H. S. Hayes gniltj 


of gross neglect in allowing the second sec 
tion of Western Express to run on the Hock 
between Steelton and Dock street towers be 
tore the first section had left tbe block. 


Second. Robert M. Brown is found guil 


ty of grossly neglecting his duties as a Dig 
man in not going back far enough, placing 
caps on the track and remaining until the 
;raici had arrived to flag it. 


Third. Hugh Kelly did not have bis train 


under full control on approaching Dock 
street tower, rnnning past danger signals 
and into the first section, thereby making 
the wreck. 


Fourth. The jury csnsures the Pennsyl- 


vania Railroad Company lor allowingaloca: 
freight train to be on a passenger track on 
the time of a passenger train.
